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91. (Original) The method of claim 85 wherein said oil suspension is present in said 

cement composition in an amount in the range of from about 10% to about 70% by weight of 

hydraulic cement therein. 

REMARKS 

Please consider the application in view of the above amendments and the following 
remarks. No new matter was added by way of the amendment. Claims 1-56, 59-62, 64-77 and 
79-91 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 15, 16, 17, 18, 37, 56, 59, 61, 62, 70, 77 and 85 
are independent. The remaining claims depend, directly or indirectly, from claims 1, 18, 37, 59, 
62, 70, 77 and 85. Claims 56, 62 and 77 have been amended. Claims 57, 58, 63 and 78 have 
been cancelled. 

All amendments are made in a good faith effort to advance the prosecution on the merits 
of this case. Antecedent basis for these amendments can be found throughout the specification. 
Applicants respectfully request that these amendments above be entered and submit that these 
amendments will put the claims in condition for allowance.
